Frankfort. Ky., Jan 31.— Senator 
William Qoebel began sinking slowly 
abortly aftor noon, and failed ateadily, 
but Tarjr gradually. He was fully con- 
aclous, and at 1 o'clock asked that a 
minister be eent for. Kev. T. F. Talia- 
forri of the Methodist cburch and 
Prison Chaplain Wallace were hastily 
summoned, and remained for some 
tlmO at bla bedside. He tben asked 
that a clergyman of the Christian 
church, a personal friend of bis, who 
lived some distance in the country, be 
sent for and this was done. 

Shortly after noon Mrs. Herman 
Brannocker, of Hartwell, O.. sister of 
Ooebel,' arrived with Miss Margaret 
Partlne. Mrs. Brannocker was weep- 
ing. She was taken at once to the 
bedside oi ber brother. Tbe senator 
was cOBSdOUa and recognized her with 
a smile. Senator Goel)cl's married sis- 
ter, who lives in Pennsylvania, arrived 
at noon. Gpebel at 12:3Q asked to see 
bis sister, Mrs. Brannocker, again and 
she went Into the room, weeping and 
almost prostrated. The doc tor told 
ber the end was near. 

Ooebel was slightly better at day- 
break Wednesday. The physicians, 
however, held out no strong hopes of 
his recovery, and said that the chancer 
Were still very great that his wound 
would terminate fatally. Uuring the 
early part of the night he failed stead 
ily, and about 11 o'clock it was thought 
that be could not last much longer 
About midnight, however, be rallied 
and from that time until morning held 
his own and a little more. He was 
troubled during the night with fro- 
Quent spells of nauseau, which the 
pbysldans declared to be a bad symp- 
tom. The courage of the wounded 
man never failed him for an instant, 
aad when able to talk insisted that be 
waa aurely going to recover. 

No progress has been made toward 
apprehending the man who did the 
shooting, and it is not likely that any 
will hi madl. To all appearances as 
mucb la tdbWn of tbjs vould*bo aaaM- 
sin today as eVer Win be knb^n. The 
police have practically abandoned the 
case and there is nobody besides them 
tb take ui> tbe ieiio. tba fbree of 
mMintAlnMrs ts Itt fchi MtfttlB/^ from 
which tbe shot waa Qred i^tt ta6body 
has been allowed to enter It.

Baffling by tbe Trpopa. 
Frankfort, Ky.. Jan. 31. -Governor 
Tayior IsaUed a proclamation declaring 
that a state of i'ttaarrectlob ekiited In 



Kentucky, and particularly in the city 
of Frankfort, and because of this he 

adjourned the legislature to meet at 
London, Laurel county, on Feb. 6. 

The Democratic members of the leg- 
latura 4{^lifi»,to accept the a.dj9urn- 
ment and decided to meet elsewhere. 
The legislature as a body ran through 
the streets to the Oftera bouse, to QnJ 
a company Of aoldiefa drawn up before 
it. Then the legislature decided to de- 
liberate in the court house and tore 
throush the streets in that direction 
A second company of FoUliers beat the 
law makers to the goal and they thea 
took to tbe streena, looking for a place 
tn Which to bold a sessiort and declare 
Goobel governor jf Kentucky. 

When the proclamation was read al 
the cppltol loud cries of Indignation 
were beard from the Democratic mem* 
ben. AbAve tbe tumult came a voice 
clear and .sharp: "We are dealing 
With a pack of heathens and hound?. 
Let's go' to the opera house." Shoutt: 
of approval greeted tbia propoaal, and 
out of tbe door down tbe broad steps 
streamed the crowd hastening alony 
St Clair street toward tbe opera bouse. 
CIoBO bohlad eamo OenOr&l Collier on 
tbe run. He shouted orders to Lleuten • 
enant Colonel Gray, who was staudins 
by the steps: a few quick orders were 
given by that officer and away toward 
tbe ppera bouse went tbe soldiers on a 
dead run. It was no parade. Every 
man went as though running to a fire. 
They ran up the middle of ilio street 
and easily distanced the legislators, 
who took th^ sidewalk and handicap- 
ped themselves hy the numerous post-, 
boxes and pedestrians tliat tilled tiiu 
way. When the law niakcr.^ arrived, 
all they obtained for tbe run of a quar- 
ter of a mile was the privilege of stand- 
ing on the opposite side of the street 
and gazing at tliu opera house, tliu 
front of which was occupied by a p;;nt- 
Ing line of soldiers in double rank with 
fixed bayonets. General Lyoaa, the 
oldest and most Qorpulent momber. 
had. despite bis pfayaical drawbacks, 
managed to beat the aoldiers and get 
into tbe hall. He was politely re- 
quested to come out, which be did 
with the remark: "It does not look 
as though a quorum will get in." 

Thomas Hettner, owner of tbe opera 
house, demanded that the members of 
the legislature should be admitted. It 
was private property, he claimed, and 
the militia l^ad no right to k,eep any- 
body from It. He Waa eompletaly ig- 
nored by Lieutenant Colonel Gray. 
Speaker Trimble stepped up to Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Gray and demanded tn 
trance to the hall. It was refused. 

Turning around Mr. Trimble ad- 
dressed the crowd: 

"Gentlemen, we are denied admision 
to tbe opera house. We will now ad- 
journ to the court house." 

Away went the crowd with good-na- 
tured yells of derision at the soldiers 
who had orders lO remain at the opera 
house and could not leave. 

Again Illocked. 
The triumph of the Jaw makers was 
short-lived. Before they bad gone 100 
feet from tbe opera house around tbe 

corner swung a second company of sol- 
diers directly in tlieir patli. The sec- 
ond heat of the race was now on and 
away went tbe dignified aenatora and 
representatives down the street in a 
cloud of dust, yelling like a pack of 
Indians. 

Alongside ran tbe soldiers. It was 
the aame atort oVar again, and the 

legislators were parnltted to look at 
the outside of tbe court bouse, while 
Ihe soldiers held the path. 

Speaker Trimble announced "that 
the legislature will now adjonm aub- 
Ject to my call." AH the crowd had 
dispersed. It was decided by the mili- 
tary authorities that if another at- 
tempt at a meeting la made to arrest 
all concerned In the gathering and lock 
them up. 

Tbe selection of London as tbe meet- 
iof JD^!fM9. of .t|a leglsUture is signifi- 
cant In tba fact that it Is right in the 
heart of tbe c6uii(!ry frOm il^hi'cb bail 
tbe mountaineers, who have from time 
tp tiipae coijie dpwn to Frankfort.

an ln<;urrectlon. But if an Inaurrec- 
tlon difi exist, the governor has no 
power to adjourn th" Keiiernl assembly 
on that account or any other, except 
where the two bouses fall to agree on 
adjournment. It Is signed by E. E. 
Barton and other Democratic legisla- 
tors. 

The contest boards finished their 
work, and, by a atrlct party vote, de- 
clared GneiK 1 and Beckham elected

He secured olfices, warehouses, options 
on desirable locations for saloona and 
opened buninees. Scune of the proudest 
and best youth of our land marched into 
Manila to proclaim the dawn of a new 
era of bonaaty, liberty and light. It was 
a day of rare import to tbe downtrodden 
East But tbe saloon-keeper anoakad in 
under the folds of Old Glory. 

Almost by the time the American 
soldier bad stacked arms in the city a 
score of American saloons were open. 
Swiftly other scores were added to them. 
The number (;rew and grew. At the out- 
break of tbe insurrection there were 
hundreds of American saloons in Ma- 
nila. There not l.eiiiK at that time 
enough American civilians, so disposed, 
to Uke np ail tho lioenaea, nativee were 
dobauchetl into the traffic. Snaniarda 
engaged in tbe basineaa, perhaps with 
an ironic parpooa of haataning the cor- 
ruption of both American and Filipino. 

To-day tliere is no tborouKhfare of 
length in Manila that haa not ita long 
line of saloons. The street cars carry 
fluuntinx advertisements of (bis brand of 
whie<ky and that kind of gin. The local 
papers derive their main levenoe from 
tbe displayed advertisementa of firms 
and companies eager for tiieir share of 
Manilla's drink money. Tbe city pre-
